Washington, October 28.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—At the 
democratic national \ headquarters 
here today it was officially an- 
nounced that the proposed railroad 
strike having been called off, the 
committee would definitely meet at 
the Jefferson hotel in St. Louis on 
November 1. The call was issued 
nearly four weeks ago, but until 
last night, pending developments in 
the threatened rail tie-up, it was not 
known, whether the committee would 
meet or not. Several eastern mem- 
bers of the committee will assemble 
in Washington tomorrow and travel 
together, leaving Saturday night for 
St. Louis. , 

The call was issued to hear re- 
ports from Chairman George White, 
to discuss and decide upon future 
party policies, and to arrange for 
the activities of the national party 
in the 1922 congressional campaigns 
throughout the nation, those in 


many States having already. been 


begun in their preliminary stages. 
‘The country is particularly intere 
ested; of course, in whether or not 
Chairman George White will remain 
dt the head of the committée for an- 
other year or until the next national 
convention, or retire now, and per- 
mit a reorganization of the party 
machinery. Mr. White was chosen 
for the 1920 campaign by Governor 
Cox, when he became the. national 
candidate, as is customary. While 
the party went down in overwhelm- 
ing defeat’and there are perhaps a

_sivéeness..im..the, chairman,to.some 


of the party’s defeats, or campdign 
errors, it:is undoubééaly true that a}

IMPROVEMENT NOTED 


Actual. Volume of Mer- 
chandise -Sales in Sep- 
tember Greater Than in 


Same Month Last Year.

Despite the depressing effect of 
some entérprises’ refusal to accept 
the first signs of commercial im- 
provement as a slow but sure trend 
toward permanent stabilization, and 
other obstacles met in recovering 
lost ground, fundamental business 
conditions in the sixth federal re- 
serve district continued an upward 
course) during September. This 
Statement has as its authority. the 
official monthly business review of 
September by the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve bank,’ which was issued 
Friday night. 

he federal report of conditions 
j the district had been awaited 
with much. interest, for those close- 
ly~ following business conditions 
were convinced that if improve- 
ments noted in July and August 
were continued in September, the 
advance ‘could ‘be characterized as 
having assumed permanency. 

An excellent basis for the estab- 
lishment’ of this contention was 
given in .the review. 

Correspondents of the reserve sys- 
tem, it was ° stated, are ‘almost 
unanimous. in. believing that while 
there are still readjustments to be 
made, the improvement is not spas- 
modic, or momentary, but has all the 
earmarks of permanency. Statistics 
given the institution, the report cone 
tinued, support this statement, and 
added that the “actual volume of 
merchandise represented by Sep- 
tember, 1921, sales is larger than 
that of a year ago.” 

Improvement in South Geérgta. 

Some sections of the sixth dis- 
trict will require, of course, more 
time than others in resuming oe 
mal.conditions. In Georgla, for. in 
stantey those who have studied ths 
situation are convinced that the 
period of depfession had its worst 
effect in the southern part of the 
state. : ; 

While the federal reserve report 
did. not mention 
separately, authorities last night 
stated thet ‘a noticeable improve- 
ment has been recorded there. 

“The rise in the price of cotton 

more than a month ago,” the re- 
view asserted, “has had a stimu- 
lating effect, not only on the tex- 
tile trades; but on business in prac- 
tically all lines. All reporting 
wholesale lines of trade show sales 
during September greater than in 
August, and one line,-wholesale dry 
goods, shows September sales great- 
er than those for September, 1929. 
Retail trade has shown a small 
seasonal increase, but warm sum- 
mer weather extending through 
September has caused the general 
public to put off buying of fall | 
and winter clothing. 
“Textile mamufacturing in this 
distriet is on a full-time basis, and 
some cotton factories have found 
it n@eessary to increase the number 
of working hours per week. Im- 
provement has also been reported in 
the manufacture of overalls, cotton 
hosiery and other lines. The amount 
of coal mined in Tennessee during 
September was somewhat less than 
August, but in Alabama an increase 
was reported, Additional furndces 
are being put in operation in thé 
iron nad steel district. 

“The shortage of houses is being 
relieved to some extent by active 
building programs which are in 
force at a number of the larger 
towns in the district. There is a 
noticeable increase in the number 
of dwellings being built this year 
as compared with last. Continued

Labor Situation Better. 

Relative to the labor situation, 
the review declared that some im- 
provement has been noted, but un- 
employment still exists.in the dis- 
trict. Conferences on the situation 
and newspaper publicity will not 
remedy the situation, it added. But 
the assertion is made that gradual 
improvement of business conditions 
will, in time, furnish employment 
for many who are now idle, 

“The business public,” the review 
continued, “‘does not expect any sud- 
den revival of prosperity, nor a re- 
Vival of the excessive profits which 
were made in 1919 and the early 
part of 1920, but those enterprises 
which are willing to conduct their’ 
business as economically as poszi- 
ble, and who are satisfied with fair 
profits, do most toward effecting a 
return to normalcy.” 

The condensed sections of the re- 
view of most interest to this im- 
mediate section of the district .are 
as follows: 

“Deterioration took place in the 
condition of cotton in all states 


where the staple is grown, as indi- 
cated \by the tabulation shown be- 
low. The report by the Geérgia 
statistician of the bureau of mar- 
kets and crop estimates shows the 
condition in Georgia to have ge 
ed from 41 per cent on August 23, 
to 33 per cent on September 25, or 
8 points. His re states there is 
‘no top crop, an practically no 
middle crop. Unfavorable weather

New York, October 28.—Two men 
are uppermost in the minds of 
Americans today. 

One is living, Thestther 1# dead. 
The name of one is known throngh- 
out the civilized world, and prob- 
ably known even to the savagés of 
the earth’s darkest domains, The 
other is unknown. Only the history 
of his deeds remain to-identify him. 

The one is Marshal «Foch, | the 
world’s greatest soldier, who direct- 
ed the free nations of the earth to 
victory. He is now in Washington,

He prob- 
ably dreamed once of a scene such 
as Foch witnessed in New York 
Friday, for every soldier in’ France 
used to talk of the welcome he 
knew would be awaiting when the 
troops returned. 

Greeted by Pershing. , 

General Pershing, commander of 
the American armies, greeted Mar- 
shal Foch as he set foot on Ameri- 
can soil. But both Foch and Per- 
shing, and commanders of other 
armies and navies of the world will 
greet the unknown soldier. And it 
was to the great army of dead that 
the thoughts of Foch turned as he 
was greeted in New York. While 
expressing his pleasure upon vis- 
iting America and seeing the men 
he knew as soldiers in their homes, 
the marshal declared: 

“But during my ‘visit in the midst 
of the living, my thoughts remain 
with the absent ones, the brave sol- 
diers of your great ¢ountry, who 
gave their lives for our common 
cause. May all those who mourn 
their death be assured of my most 
profound sympathy. Their sacrifice 
has not been in vain.”

Reed: Introduces Amend- 
ment: for Bonus to Tax 
Revision Bill—Flat Levy | 
Passed. 


Washington, October 28.—Another 
fight in the senate over the sol- 
diers’ bonus bill was launched to- 
day by Senator Reed, democrat, Mis- 
souri, who introduced an amend- 
ment to the pending tax revision’ 
bill to enact the bonus legislation 
which, .was recommitted to the 
finance committee last July at the 
request of President Harding. 

Senator Reed's amendment pro- 
posed to raise a special fund in the 
treasury department for expenses of 
the bonus plan by continuing ex- 
cess profits taxes on corporations 
at 1921 rates. . 

Republican leaders character- 
ized the Reed amendment as “po- 
litical play” and predicted the

Price-Smith, although he had ex- 
pressed his doubts rélative to the 
feasibility of disarmament, but he 
Iinmediately stated that he could not 
accept because he would be out of 
the city on November 11. 

Questions Use of Meeting. 
When asked to express his opinion 
on the question of aisarmament, Mr. 
Rambo declared that he did not 
Know enough about the question to

In fact, I don’t 
know whether I want even limited 
armaments. 

“As for this proposed mass meet- 
ing and a resolution in favor of dis- 
armament to be sent to the Wash- 
ington conference, you can easily 
get the resolutien passed’ if you 
Hlave eloquent speakers to present 
the side of disarmament.” 
John W. Cooper, of the Atlanta 
Ad club, stated that he was for dis-

ught aboug in the United States 
oaie simultaneously with similar 
actions tt other nations. He ex- 
pressed doubt of the advisability 
of holding the mass meeting.

Florence, Ala.,. October 28) r-

Editor Constitution: In such times 
of hurry and bustle when the atten- 
tion of the public Is so quickly di- 
rected to new and different channels 
of thought, it is always refreshing to 
think of the editor of a great news- 
paper as one who js constantly 
ahead of the times and as having 


his pen in-‘hand, ready to indorse 
or condemn, encourage or correct, 
in the shifting’ tide of current 
events. But it is still more refresh- 
ing to follow the daily columns of 
a paper like The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion Which is not so narrowed down 
to items of news value as to over- 
look or underestimate its great op- 
portunity for educational and con- 
stfhuctive work. As one of your 
regular subscribers and readers, I 
have always found. your editorials 
full of helpful advice and sound 
judgment and your policies for up- 
lift and for the betterment of c@n- 
ditions generaly are too well-known 
for any comment on the part of the: 
writer. 

May I ask for a little space to 
cal] attention at this time to the 
plans and purposes of our Georgia 


Forestry committee which was ap- 
pointed by, and aathorized to carry 
on the work of, the Southern For- 
egtry congress? _ 
Aims of Committee. 

Tho first efforts of our Georgia 
Forestry committee were directed 
toward the attendance and the in- 


terest of Georgians in the sessions 
of the third convention of the South- 
ern Forestry congress and it will be 
recalled that the untiring energies 
of Miss Alice Baxter, Mrs. Atbert 
Thornton, Mrs. J. E. Hays, Mrs. R. 
Cc. Orr, Mrs. Julia Lester Dillon, Mrs. 
Lollie Belle Wylie, Mrs. Robert T. 
Paniels, and other members of this 
committee were demagphnyh) supported 
by the press of the state, 

Our legislature, then in session, 
saw fit to create the Georgia State 
Board of Forestry fer the purpose 
of inquiring into the present condi- 


tion of our forests, the matter of 
tuture timber supplies. and for mak- 
ing such recommendations tothe gen- 
eral assembly as may be found nec- 
essary from time to time. On June 
30, prior to the Forestry convention 
in Atlanta, ames A. Hollomon 
pointed out, im; one of his forceful 
articles in T Cogstitution, “tne 
need for this state’ board of-for- 
estry as the proper machinery for 
develop'ng plans to bring back our 
forest wealth and perpetuate a sup- 
ply of timber for future generations. 
{'nder the leadership of Governor 
Hardwick, who.is the first president 
of this state board, the investigative 
work is now under way and a sub- 
committee appointed by tne gover- 
nor for this purpose is herded by 
the state geologist. It is the pur- 
nose and privilege. of our Georgia 
Torestry committee now to be of al] 
assistance possible to this state 
board of forestry. 

Our Georgia‘committee is now 
composed of about 100 representa- 
tive citizens and a meeting of the 
full. membership will be called at 
an early date to perfect plans for 
the extension of activities through 
forestry clubs in every county in 
Georgia. That “forestry is every- 
body’s problein” and that the prc- 
tice of well defined policies for re- 
forestation and protection are mat- 
ters that the general public should 
become familiar with, has no long- 
er any room for douht in the minds 
of thinking citizens; but how the in- 
dividial owner ean afford to grow 
trees as a creep, harvest that crop 
most profitably, and perpetuate 
forests for the benefit of his chf- 
dren’s children, are questions that 
should be answered by a determined 
and enlgttened public sentiment. 
Georgia need, not delay this mat- 
ter of a state forestry program wun- 
til our.timber supply is entirely 
yone apfi we find ourselves in the 
same boat with some of the Great 
Lake states where thousands of 
acres of stumps and sand do not 
éven have a few seed trees of the 
most valuable species and where ar- 
tificial reproduction will be costly. 

National Park Plan. 
Our Georgia forestry committee 


has not had an opportunity as yet 
to indorse the national park idea 


for north Georgia which The Con- 
Stitution and the secretary of state 
and the Federated Women’s Clubs 
are interested in, and which would 
undoubtedly be a great blessing to 
the south. As a native Georgian, 
the writer is as much pleased as any 
other citizen that our state has the 
ideal location for such a park here, 
but all of this would not relieve our 
state of its fesponsibility in south 
Georgia and other sections when we 
consider the great need of refores- 
tation on cut-over lands and the 
matter of. encouragement to our 
citizens to perpetuate future sup- 
plies of all forest products, through 
conservative use. 


We hope that every tree lover 
and every citizen who is interested 
in forestry or who wishes to be- 


come interested; that every lumber- 
man. or lumber marufacturer; and 
that every consumér of wood or 
lumber who realizes that increasing 
Sreight rates’ should be corrected, 
will write tg e secretary of our 
Georgia forestry committee, 1002 
‘Candler building, Atlanta. and see 
if we all canhot co-operate for the 
common good of our state.

“I know you will suggest that I 
consult aé first-class physician,” 
writes one victim of chronic arthrit- 
is. “Well, I have, the best in Phil- 
adelphia, and even the best in Min- 
nesota, and they do not agree, and 
have clearly shown me that all they 
know of arthritis and its treatment 
is guess work and personal theories. 
My experience is almost humorous, 
though tragic to me. My arthritis 
developed immediately: after an op- 
eration on a large toe by an eminent 
surgeon.” (Mrs. G. M. C.) 

This is optimism of the first wa- 
ter compared with some of the lIet- 
ters I receive from experienced 
arthritis subjects. Something about 
this condition or these conditions 
called arthritis (joint inflammation) 
destroys faith. I fear the sufferers 
are seldom able to see the humor- 
ous side of it as did Edward B. Lent, 
whose book “Being Done Good” 
(The Brooklyn Hagle Press, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.) every arthritis victim 
will enjoy almost as much as every 
person holding himself out as a 
healer will. Edward B. Lent was 
honest about it, though; he called 
his trouble the rheumatism. 

But as every reader of this line 
knows or should know, I have abro- 
gated rheumatism so wholly and ab- 
soiutely that there is positively no 
such disease, unless you don’t care 
just what ails you. If the trifling 
matter of dlagnosis does not concern 
you; if you like fairy tales; if you be- 
lieve the farther away they live the 
more eminent they are; if you al- 
ways have felt a curious hankering 
for the hermit medicine man’s flap- 
doodle, then for you there is such 
a thing as rheumatism just as lonz 
as you like, and maybe some longer. 

Althoush I am not inclined to see 
the earmarks of syphi.is in every 
vague chronic disease, the history 
from which I quoted at the begin- 
ning of this talk, suggests that dis- 
ease as a possible explanation of 
the arthritis. (And remember, 10 
per cent of all syphilis is innocent.) 
Syphilis does account for some 7 per 
cent of chronic joint disease cases. 
Gonorrheal infection is responsi- 
ble for the trouble in a smaller 
number of cases. But be the cause 
what it may the disease masquerades 
as Aheumatism and is maltreated 
under that mask. 

I skip over the hackneyed septic 
focus and the focal infection hy-’ 
pothesis, but here ‘is the explanation 
for some three-fourths of all cases 
of so-called chronic rheumatism. 

Another reader writes: “From 
your description of neuritis we 
have decided that is what Mr. 's 
trouble is. He has doctored for 
rheumatism, taking hot baths at 
three different places withdut any 
benefit, in fact, they made him 
worse, ... sciatic rheur&fatism.” ... 

There is the same old story—poor 
Mr. experimenting with min- 
eral bath resorts, and being.exreri- 
mented on by Mrs. », who tries 
everything she roads on the poor 
men. Oh, not that he is an unwill- 
ing subject. It seems to be a symp- 
tom of tais mythical rheumatism for 
the victim to devote about nine- 
tenths of his time and money to ex- 
periments and the other tenth to 
obtaining honest medical advice. If 
he would even devote the first tenth 
to the latter purpose! But no, the 
first nine-tenths must go for fun. 
If the family docor doesn’ clear the 
trouble up first cork outa the bottle, 
so to speak, good night, we're off 
to whatchacallem not mineral 
springs or fonna run down to see 
Rattlesnake Joe.

A contin- 
gent agreement, under which the 
patient contracts to pay a stated 
sum provided the doctor accom- 
plishes a given result, is another 
matter—but I doubt if any compe- 
tent physician would enter into such 
an agreement. Professional service 
and skill is what you purchase. 
There are too many factors beyond 


the control of the physician for him 
to warrant results.

SEARCH FOR CREW 
OF AUXILIARY BOAT 
LOST IN STORM 


Jacksonville, Fla, October 28.— 
Search. was continued today along 
the beach in the vicinity of the 
mouth of the St. John’s river at 
Mayport, and up the river itself, 
for wodies of members of the crew 
of the auxiliary yacht Kona,-a 43- 
ton vessel, which was wrecked on 
the Jetties Tuesday night or Wed- 
nesduy morning during the tropical 
storm. 

The body of a negro with a life 
preserver attached to it bearing the 
name “Kona, of Roslyn,” found on 
the beach near Mayport yesterday, 
was the first evidence that a wreck 
had occurred in that vicinity. The 
wreck of the’ Kona was found on 
the end\of the south jetty. 

A report was current among ma- 
rine men last night that a vessel 
with a cargo of liquor had been 
wrecked off Mayport and that quan- 
tities of bottled contraband had 
been thrown upon the beach. It 
was not established whether the re- 
ported cargo was aboard the Kona. 

The Kona, which was bDbyilt at 
Baltimore in 1909, was only 29 feet 
long, equipped with a 20-horse- 
power motor, and shipping records 
show that the vessel carried a crew 
of four men. It is believed the 
entire crew perished, as residents 
of Mayport declare the sea Tués- 
day night and Wednesday morning 
was the highest they had seen in 
many years.

Very little change has taken place 
in the cotton crop situation during 
the current month and according 
to final reports sent in by nearly 
$800 special correspondents of The 
Journal of Commerce under an aver- 
age date of October 22, there has 
been a deterioration of only 14 per 


}cent from the condition figure of 


44.7 per cent estimated in our pre- 
vious statement. A year ago the 
decline was 4:5 per cent and 1919 
8.7 per cent. Iy eath instance, how- 
ever, per cent condition was much 
higher, namely, 63.9 per cent and 
56.8 per cent, while in October, 1918, 
a in of 1.3 per cent was reported 
-from a percentage condition of 82 
per cent. The average deterioration 
during the past ten years is shown 
to be 3.4 per cent. 

Analyzed by states, Florida suffer- 
ad the most serious deterioration, 
and heads the list with a decline of 
7.5 per cent; Georgia fell 2.4 per 
cent, South Carolina 2.2 per cent, and 
Alabama 2 per cent. Louisiana and 
Mississippi show reductions of 1.7 
per cent and 1.5 per cent, and Ar- 
kansas 2 per cent... TeXas reports a 
loss of 1 per cent, North Carolina 1 


‘per cent, and Oklahoma 4 per cent. 


The smallest loss of ail Tennessee 
maintained last month's per cent 
condition of 59.5 per cent, while Mis- 
souri gained .5 per cent over, while 
the October.1 figure of 58.7 per cent. 

That a greater loss in condition 
has not been sustained is due al- 
most solely to the uniformally fav- 
orable weather which has prevailed 
throughout October in all parts of 
the cotton belt. 

It is conceded that the improve- 
ment in climatic conditions came too 
late to effect much Improvement in 
the crop itself butat least served to 
prevent further serious deterioration 
and greatly aided in saving much of 
the crop that would otherwise have 
been lost. 

91 Per Cent Picked, 

The percentage of cotton picked 
thus far is estimated at 91 per cent, 
or the highest for any year since 
1915. Last year only 69 per cent 
was picked at this time; in 1919, 65 
per cent; in 1918-1917, 69 per cent

And when Great Britain, as she has 
done, in order to keep up with the 
United States, votes to build four 
new batt.eships bigger and heavier 
than any yet existing, she is voting 
away the year’s supply of meat, 
bread and clothes of approximately 
500,000 mothers, fathers, sons and 
daughters. 

The United States, if the madness 
continues, when those ships have 
been» built, will have to spend a 
bigger sum to keep uy with Great 
Britain. 

Our government's expenditure for 
war in 1920, amounting to approxi- 
would feed, 
house and clothe, at the 1919 prices, 
approximately 10,000,000 people a 


ear. 

The total financial cost of the 
Sreat war to the world, $355,291,- 
719,815, would feed, house and clothe 
over 888,000,000 people.for a year 
at the highest prices prevailing duY- 
ing the war. At the standards and 
prices prevailin befo the war, 
that sum woul feed, house and 
clothe in comfort and decency for 
@ year more than the whole popula- 
tion of the world. 

Such a sum is enough to give to 
every man, woman and child in the 
whole world, every year for thirty 
years, the amount which Herbert 
Hoover found to be sufficient to 
save the life of the baby and child 
starving and dying of cold in central 
Europe as the result of war.

-She ‘has 
come out of it victorious; She-has, 
therefore, decisive: reasons for be-. 
ing firmly -and forever devoted to 
the maintenance of p e. I know 
very well that:German propaganda 
continues to:belie her attitude and 
her intentions; 'Germany hopes to; 
propriate the picture’ of an imperi- 


‘alistic France, thirsty -for,conquest' 


in the minds of ill-infurmed people.; 

Only the ether day, Mr. Myron T. 
Herrick,, the American ambassador 
at Paris, d General Pershing, pro- 
tested loutily against the absurd le- 
gend. Both of them know France 
well, and both of them have seen 
her work—the former in peace and 
the latter in war. They: know that 
in 1914 she made all.possible efforts 
to preserve the peace, and that if 
she did valiantly undergo war, she 
was only dragged into it in spite of 
herself, and in or@er to defend her 
own bow. 


Showed Peaceful Attitude. 


‘To be sure, France was in other | 


days just what European nations 
were before the advent of democ- 
racy. It was her fate that she was 
conducted by some overbold’ kings, 
hungry for glory, into wars: of 
pomp and ostadgtation, and as the 
French armies were brave, one 
night very well believe that. France 
herself was pleased with those bril- 
liant feats of arms. But’when the 
revblution ‘was accomplished, and 
when France had applied at home 
the principles of liberty and national 
sovereignty. which America had. al- 
ready _proclaimed, .she immediately 
mgeiried her peaceful attitude to 
Other peoples. If .monarchist Eu- 
rope had not then formed a. coali- 
tion against her, and had not-sought 
to stifle her new ideals, it would 
not have been France who took: the 
iniative in hostilities. She defended 
herself, she triumphed over the 
formidable conspiracy formed 


‘ugainst the revolution, and it was 


then that she was driven by the mil- 
itary genius of Napoleon into trans- 
forming little by little that defen- 
sive war into a war of conquest. 

Rut, as great as Napoleon was, he 
was only man; he was not France, 
and France:has paid dearly for the 
gicry he gave her. It is but fitting 
to add that the wars he waged, at 
least in the first part of his spen- 
did career, often exercised a benefi- 
cient influence. upon the political 
and social status of Europe. In 
many a. land which. was still bent 
under.a sort of.feudal regime, he 
appeared as the messenger of the 
modern spirit and as the herald of 
the revolution. In Germany itself, 
up to 1806, he retained that appear- 
ance. 

The conclusion qan not be drawn 
today, from the ancient cénquests of 
France, that she is animated by a 
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bellicose spirit. On the contrary, 
She has a constitutional. structure 
and an intellectual substratum 
which are both entirely incompati- 
ble with militarism. Nowhere is 
the civil power more firmly fixed in 
the saddle. I can speak of that with 
knowledge. I certainly saw al the 
Freneh generals at cloge range ™Nur- 
ing the war, and there was not a 
single one who was not full of def- 
erence toward the president of the 
republic, toward the ministers and 
oward the parliament.. Marshals 
offre, Foch and Petain all gave an 
example of the most serupulous dis- 
cipline. 
Disavowal Would Come, 

Suppose, for example,. that -some- 
One of them could have been capa- 
ble’ ot being ‘lacking if Ris civil du- 
ties; suppose that, haloed by vic- 
tory, some of them might have had 
the hind-thougnt of seilting them- 
selves up in opposition to the repubD- 
lican guvernment; they would imme- 
diately have been aisavowed by the 
entire country, and their brilliant 
renown would not have survived 
that tentative. But- such a suppo- 
sition is injurious and insenSsate; 
sons of demvcracy, as they are, they 
bad no troubie in respecting the 
laws. 

This is due to the fact that there 
is not a single element in France 
which One cOuld call warlike. There 
are people who have known how to 
direct war, because they have learn- 
ed strategy and tactics in oruer to 
defend us in caSe of attack; there 
are millions of citizens who fought 
with fierce energy up to the day of 
victory—and of whoin 1,40v,000 died 
to save their country. But there 1s 
not a single man who has a taste 
for. war, or who is. fool enough to 
wish it to begin again. 

On the contrary, the French peo- 
ple, in its immense majority, is a 
sentimental people, with an instinc- 
tive and traditional lover for hu- 
manity, and which itself likes to be 
beloved. During the course of cen- 
turies it has had that characteristic 
of chivalrous generosity, and its 
democratic customs have only- served 
naturally to develop that hereditary 
tendency. . How could liberal and 
humane France, which furthermore 
is today victorious and has nothing 
te expect from a new war—how 
could. France wish, for tomorrow or 
later, a reopening of the conflict? 
To do so she would have to be 
struck with/ madness. 

»~She-looks forward,. then, 
moment when she will bg free to 
disarm. There is no a single 
French family which the war has 
not plunged into mourning. Not one 
of them, consequently, could witness 
with joy the return of their young 
men to the barracks instead of con- 
secrating their activity to the ren- 
aissance of their country. But, nev- 
ertheless, all these families so sorely 
tried are forced to say to them- 
selves: “We do not wish to be duped; 
we have suffered enough; We do not 
intend to be, tomorrow or later, at 
the mercy of a new attack from 
Germany.

Growing Interest. 

The request made by Kato indi- 
cates the growing interest of the 
foreign powersiin the contemplatéd 
made-in-America limitation ‘pro- 
gram now being developed among 
the naval] experts nere and our ne- 
gotiators. “Show us the formula,” 
has always been the, response of 
England and“Japan when arms lim- 
itation has beén’broached as a,vis- 
able. This govéfnment has now set 
about to show the world such a 
formula. And:Japan, through tlre 
first of her dtithorities to arrive 
here, has manifested a desire to get 
a look at it as’ quickly as possible. 
But anotHen: reason was believed 


to underlie Kato's naive urge that 
the American plan be speeded to 
completion. Japan wishes naval

Kato, both in his exchange of 
greetings with Denby and ina 
statement he issued earlier studi- 
ously omitted -reference to that 
phase of the conference having to do 
with Oriental problems. In _ fact, 
there was a .trace of warning 
against possible friction when, jn a 
prepared statement, he said: 


Conciliation Essential, 


“In a conference of this nature 
the first essential to success is the 
spirit of conciliation and non-inter- 
ference among the nations: May J. 
not suggest the motto of ‘Give and 
take, live and let live,’ which has 
been so aptly put by some writer in 
America? In this spirit I am con- 
vinced that the conference will be 
able to arrive at a just and effec- 
tive understanding and to measure 
up to the high expectations of the 
world.” j 

It so happened that Kato’s naive 
and unexpected suggestion for speed 
in producing the American formula 
came almost coincidentally with a 
conference between. th American 
delegation—Hughes, Root, Under- 
w and Lodge—on the one hand, 


‘and leading naval authoritiés on the 


other, during which data bearing 
upon the American naval plan was 
studied. In this conference were 
Admiral R. E. Coontz, chief of op- 
erationg and’ ranking officer of the 
United States navy; Captain W. V. 
Pratt, now on the general board of 
the navy, and, during the war, ds- 
sistant chief. of operations under 
Admiral Beneon, and Assistant - 
retary Roosevelt.

The resigna- 
tion was tendered Governor Hard- 
wick about ten days ago, but an- 
nouncement that Judge George 
would retire was held up until Sat- 
urday. 7 

Governor Thomas W. Hardwick, 
while attending the Georgia State 
fair in Macon Saturday afternoon, 
received news of the resignation of 
Justice George. He immediately an- 
nounced the*selection of Judge J. K. 
Hines, of Atlanta, as Judge George’s 
successor. Judge Hines is the at- 
torney for the Georgia railroad com- 
mission. 

In announcing that he will quit 
the wupreme bench, Judge George 
said he would retire because his 
private business interests demand 
his full time and attention. He will 
move from Atlanta to his old home 
at Vienna and will practice law in 
the Cordele circuit. Judge George 
was elected last year to a full term 
of six years which will not expire 
until January 1, 1927. 

Comes as Surprise. 

Announcement of the resignation 
of Judge George came ag a complete 
surprise in. political and ‘judicial 
circies, some of his associates not 
knowing that the justice contem- 
plated giving up his work in the 
supreme court. | 

Among those who were men- 
tioned as possible appointees of 
Governor Hardwick were Judge. J. 
K. Hines, former law partner of 
‘Governor Hardwick: Judge Roscoe

Judge Géorge ts 43 years old, and 
was born ‘in Webster ceugty.

Mercer uni- 
versity at Macon, and after he was 
graduated began practice of law at 
Vienna, which was- at that time 
ccunty seat of the territory now em- 
braced:in Dooly, Crisp and Turner 
counties. He moved to Vienna from 
Cordele in 1901. 

In 1907 Judge George-*was elected 
solicitor-general of the Cordele. cir- 
cuit, gud served in this position un- 
til 1912, when he was elected judg 
of the superior court of the Cordele 
circuit. In 1916 he was elected a 
member of the state court of ap-

In a plain statement of his views 
on the evidence presented, Judge 
Anderson declared his belief that a 
combination to restrain trade in vio- 
lation of the Sherman Anti-Trust, 
Act had been established by the 
complainant, the Borderland Coal 
corporation. He also interpreted the 
evidence as showing the check-off 
system by which operators collect 
union dues by withholding the 
minors’ wages, was unlawful, and 
that the ‘union’s éffort to organize 
the West Virginia field was an ef- 
fort to monopolize the coal industry 
of the country. 

In making this statement, Judge 
Anderson said-he would keep his 
mind open for possible change of 
his views after hearing further evi- 
dence. at a final trial of the case, 
and he expressed the intention to 
defer issuance of any order until 
final hearing.

Vancouver, B. C., October 29.—Be- 
tween thirty-five and fifty lives lost 
and property damage of several 
million dollars tonight was the esti- 
mated toll of floods that swept away 
parts of several towns north and 
east of here last night and today. 

The most damage was at Britan- 
nia Beach, a mining village with a 
population of 350, eighteen miles 
north of Vancouver. There last 
night a cloudburst broke through 
a fill, and released a torrent which 
rushed down to the ocean, carrying 
about half the houses in the town. 
Late in the afternoon meagre ad- 
vices placed the number of dead and 
missing at 35. A ship bearing medi- 
cal aid has gone from Vancouver. 

A portion of Port Coquitlam, 14 
miles east of Vancouver, was de- 
stroyed by flood waters of the 
Coquitiam river. Several buildings, 
uprooted, went floating down the 
river. No mention was made of 
casualties in reports from this dis- 
trict but fourteen. families were 
said to. be marooned. Communica- 
tion with the stricken area was im- 
possible except by boat.

PluckyWest Point 
Returns Portion 


Of Relief Funds 


Ten Per Cent of Atlanta 
Contribution Sent to Coun- 
cil Saturday. 


West Point, the Georgia town that 
Was overwhelmed rearly two years 
ago with a great flood and three or 
four months later swept by a de- 
structive cyclone, with the charae- 


' teristic spirit of her plucky popufa- 


tion, has returned to the city of 
Atlanta a check representing a re- 
fund of ten per cent of the flood 
relief donations subscribed by the 
city council and by generous 
citizens. 

The check was received Saturday 
by Alderman Nelson T. Spratt, act- 
ing mayor, and was drawn for the 
Sum of $2,594.70. A communication 
accompanying the check was signed 
by the citizens’ relief committee, of 
West Point, and is as follows: 


Committee’s Letter. 


“The attached check represents a 
refund of 10 per cent°of the amount 
you so generously. contributed to 
our flood relief, it being found that 
this residue was left over after all 
Reegnany relief had been provided 
or. 

“Three or four months after the 
flood, this city was visited by a 
cyclone, and for some time it was 
thought that all records of the flood 
relief fund Wad been permanently 
lost. A part of these records were 
unearthed recently, and it is, there- 
fore, possible to make the enclosed 
refund. However, we are not able 
to make individual refunds in all 
cases—owing to the destruction of 
records—and where this is not pos- 
sible, we are drawing the check {[n 
favor of the city sending the con- 
tribution, hoping that, in the event 
you are unable to locate the individ- 
ual donors, you can make some 
proper disposition of the funds.”’ 

Subscriptions totaling the $25,947 
relief fund were made up of several 
hundred donations, from 25 cents to 
$2,500. which latter amount was ap- 
propriated by city council. 

Alderman Spratt said Saturday 
that it would be impossible to locate 
any but a small number of the 
donofs and suggested that, since the 
fund were subscribed for relief of 
place, it. be 
converted to a charitable purpose 
now. He pointed out the possible 
need of a coal fund for the poor 
this winter. 

Mr. Spratt expressed his admira- 
tion of the indomitable pluck of 
the Georgia city, which, despite the 
tremendous camage suffered, refused 
to use a cent more than was neces- 
sary to relieve its most acute needs.

Wetumpka, Ala., October 29.— 
After remaining out since 5:38 Fri- 
day afternoon, the jury trying W. 
H. Knox, state law enforcement of- 
ficer, charged with first degree 
murder in connection with the kill- 
ing of Lee Taupton, during a raid 
On an illicit still) near Eclectic Sep- 
tember 20, returned a verdict of 
“not guilty,” At 3 o'clock, and was 
diseharged. ‘ 

The case had attracted wide- 
spread interest on account of the 
fact that the slain man was ruh- 
ning away from the still and was 
pnarmed, and the further fact that 
the only firearm found among the 
alleged moonshiners arrested was 
a double-barreled ten-gauge . shot- 
gun taken from John Thornton be- 
fore any shots were fired. The de- 
fense, in addition to setting up the 
claim that Mr. Knox did not fire 
the shot which killed Mr. Taun- 
ton, made the further plea that an

Washington, October 29.~—Pres- 
sure behind the tax revision bill 
eased off perceptibly today, in the 
senate after it had become apparent 
that there was small prospect of a 
final vote before the middle of next 
week. Little progrees was made to- 
day on the measure, and there was 
no effort to force a night session. 

Negotiations between the majori- 
ty and the minority looking to an 
@greement for a day for a final 
vote fell through. Later democratic 
Jeaders estimated that the bill might 
be passed by next Wednesday, or 
Thursday. Some senators on the 
majority side thought the vote 
would by Tuesday, while 
there were other estimates that {it 
might be delayed until next Satur-’ 

~@ay. 

“We have now broken the back of 
the movément to force this bill 
through without proper considera- 
tion,” said Senator Simmons, of 
North Carolina, ranking democrat 
on the finance committee. “Mem- 
bers on both sides apparently have 
come to the conclusion, as a result 
of criticisms, that the bill should 


be given most careful scrutiny and 
consideration.’’ 


Only two amendments to the bill | 


Were disposed of during the six 
hours the senate was in session to- 
day. Under one change adopted on 
motion of Senator Reed, democrat, 
Missouri, income tax returns of both 
corporations and individuals would 
be open to inspection by direction 
by either house of congress. Under 
the existing law, these returns are 
opened for inspection only upon or- 
ders ofthe president. 


Refused Information. 


Explaining the proposal, Senator 
Reed eaid this information should 
be at the disposal of congress as 
much of it would be necessary in 
hme | tax and tariff laws. He 
-pointed out that representatives of 
interests appearing recently before 
the finance committee, asking for 
high tariffs, had refused to give in- 
ation as to their profits or sala- 

Before. the senate recessed until 
Monday, Senator Reed also launch- 
ed his fight for the soldier’s bonus, 
which he has proposed ehall be paid 
out of funds obtained by continuing 
the excess profits tax. 

In a vigorous speech, he declared 
that hig amendment was designed 
“to pay the bonus from the profits 
of the war profiteers.”’ 

A number of amendments to the 
tax bill were offered today. Sena- 
tor Edge, repubtican, New Jersey, 
formally presented his amendment 
to continue the present 10 per cent 
income tax rate on corporations and 
Senator LaFollette, republican, Wis- 
eonsin, offered an entirely new 
schedule of estate tax rates, begin- 
ning at 1 per cent on all that part

The employees of the railroads 
and express carriers are requested | 
to take the initiative in making 
“Perfect Package” month a great 
success, and in every city and town 
will be asked to get together and 
form local campaign committees. 
Co-operation of shippers.and of civic 
organizations will be sought during 
the movement. 

During November, railroad and ex- 
press employees will be asked to 
carefully examine all shipments and 
to note any shipping errors. Where 
such are found, notations will be 
made upon specially prepared “ex- 


to the shippers of the packages. A 
record of the number of “exceptions” 
found will be kept by the local 
railroad-express committee, so that 
a summary may be sent to the ship- 
pers’ organization co-operating, at 
Stated periods. 
No Burden to Shippers. 

The purpose of the movement is to 
stimulate further public interest in 
g00d packing of shipments and all 
trades and industries, which use rail 
transportation in any form, will be 
invited to co-operate in “Perfect 
Package month.” At the conclusion | 
Of the drive, the shipping records | 
of the various cities and towns will | 
be compiled and sent to the joint, 
campaign committee of the railroads | 
and express companies, so that the 
highest percentages may be ascer- | 
tained and published.

houses and cars, while the express | 
wagons and motor trucks of the| 
country will carry an attractive 
“Perfect Package’ poster. “Make | 
your city’s record 100 per cent” will | 
be the message to shippers on these | 
posters. 

What “Perfect Package” Is. 

The assurance that this movement 
will be a great success is given in 
the enlistment of the entire working 
forces of the railroads and the ex- | 
press companies, totaling at least 
2,000,600 men in this campaign. How | 
the movement is to be carried out '! 
will be fully explained to the agente 
of the carriers and they will be 
asked to use their best efforts and 
their own ideas in accomplishing the 
results desired. 

What constitutes a “perfcet pack- 
age” will have to be determined by 
the shipper. You can very, easily de- 
termine when you have an imperfect 
package if your name as a shipper | 
appears on the “exception reports.” 

A “perfect” package is a packagé, | 
regardless of its size or nature, that 
carries to destination without in- 
jury to contents, damage to con- 
tainer or loss of pilfering through 
insecurity. 

It is practically Impossible to set 
down a standard rule that would ap- 
ply to all packages. It is therefore 
most important that each shipper 
determine his*own requirements by 
consulting an expert in these lines 
and have him consider the economy 
of properly prepared packages. 

The cost of preparing any kind of 
merchandise for shipment is usual- 
lv looked on as unnecesSary expen- 
diture, and on that a large percent- 
age of the shipping public avoids if 
possible. 

This ‘is, however, foolish economy; 
and it can be proven so to any ship- 
per who ever has a claim to enter 
or who has shipments refused on 
account of the manv réasons that 
will be brought forth during this 


campaign.

cnestions. Among these will be the 
promotion of the mission centennial 
celebration, the adoption of plans 
for the successful closing of the 
Christian education movement, prob- 
lem of the country church, adoption 
of memorials to the generai confer- 
ence, election of delegates to the 
general conference, and the possibic 
débate on the question of sending 


a memorial to the general confer- 
ence regarding the tenure of office 
of presiding elders. 


The conference year now coming 


_to close has been unusually good in 


many respects with southern Metho- 
dists in the upper half of Georgia. 
Reports ‘are received to the effect 
that every phase of the church’s 
work, as fostered by Methodists, hus 
gone steadily forward, despite the 
adverse circumstances brought 
about during the perfod of depres- 
sion. - In the matter of revivais 
with large accessions to the church 
membership, the number of you 
men licensed to preach, and _ the 
widespread interest being manifest- 
ed in strictly religious education, 
this year has been phenomenal, as 
contrasted with some i previous 
years. 

Last year reports at conference 
showed that 14,428- persons had 
united with the church during the 
year, of which number 6,194 were 
received on profession of faith. The 
coming conference will likely report 
rot less than 20,000 new church 
members, more than one-half of 
which number will be on profession 
of faith. 

If the conference should report tte 
full mumber of conversions taking 
place in Methodist revivais, the total 
number would not be less than 
25.000. From every section of the 
conference reports come stating that 
revivals have predominated through: ! 
out the year. Many of the converts 
in. Methodist meetings, however, 
unite with churches of some other 
denomination, hence are not counted 
on Methodist rolls. ; 

Christian Education. 


Anothe. tremendous work done 
during the year was in connection 
with the Christian education move- 
ment. The conference of last year 
pledged itself to raise the sum of 
$1,765,000 during the next five years 
as its quota in the $35,000,000 the 
southern Methodist church proposed 
to invest in its institutions of Chris- 
tian education. 

During the early part of the year 
now coming to a close various in- 
spirational meetings were held, and 
the leaders in the church organized 
for the financial campaign in May. 
After a period of cultural prepara- 
tion for.the work, the task was 
launched to raise the $1,765,000 in 
pledges. Never before had Metho- 
dists undertaken a labor that prom- 
ised such large returns and such 
abiding power as this; hence they 
Rave themselves to the campaign 
with enthusiasm. 

At this conference session plans 
will be adopted for the carrying on 
of the movement in north Georgia | 
until the full quota is secured. That 
the full quota will be secured can- 
not be doubted by anyone who un- 
derstands the spirit of the confer- 
ence. What has already been done 
has created a new mind in the 
church regarding religious educa- 
tion and has forevér linked together 
the ideas Christian education and 
true spirituality. 

Missionary Centennial. 


Another work of the church that 
will come in for due consideration 
pertains to the promotion of the 
missionary centennial, which is 
now in the third year of its five- 
year program. Through the mis- 
sionary centennial the church has 
come to realize as not before the 
opportunities for service in all lands 
on the part of the church, the great 
needs of the peoples for the gospel 
message and the consequent obliga- 
tion resting upon the church. At 
this conference renewed interest 
will be given this enterprise, where- 
in $53,000,000 was pledged for mis- 
sionary work. 

This session of the conference In 
Augusta will make the sixth one to 
have been held in this city and will 
also make the sixth consecutive 
session over which Bishop Candler 
will have presided. The bishop has 
presided over this conference seven 
times. 

It is with particular and special | 
interest that the conference comes 
to Augusta and that the session is 
to be held in the historic St. John 
church. The St. John church is 
called the “Mother of Methodism in 
Georgia,” for it was among the 
very earliest of Georgia churches to 
be organized, now closing its #23d 
year. It was on the identigal spot 
of ground wheré the church now. 
stands, though not in the same 
building, that Bishop Asbury’ used 
to preach, and the old Peter Can- 
telou home. where Bishop Asbury 
held. in 1804. the South Carolina 
eenfeence. can‘ be seen nearby. At- 
tending that conference were other 
notables among the (founders of 

hodism in America, notably 
Phomas Coke. 
Candler Former Pastor. 

It is, no doubt, with a deep pleas- 
ure that Bishop Candler comes to 
St. John to preside over the confer- 
enge, since he was pastor in charge 
of the church for three consecutive 
years, beginning in 1883. During his 
pastorate at St. John church the 
Broadway church was organized. 

The formal! conference session will 
begin at 9:30 o’clock, Wednesday 
morning, November 9. Bishop Cand- 
ler will conduct the opening exer- 
eises, which is an hour intensely en- 
joyed by the faithful pastors’ and 
laymen who come to conference aft- 
er a year’s diligent work. These ex- 
ercises, devotional in mature, are 
open to the public. 

After the devotions conducted by 
the bishop, the conference body will 
proceed in perfecting permanent or- 
ganization, and the week's work 
will be launched, Practically all of 
the first morning will be taken up 
with reports from the twelve pre- 
siding elders as to the progress of 
the work in their various districts 
during the year. During the first 
morning, also, the honored super- 
annuates are given opportunity to 


«speak to the ocnference. 


Ald Association. 

The specific purpose of the Wid- 
ows’ and Orphans’ Aid association is 
to make speedy provision for the 
relief of the family of any member 
who may have died during the year. 
Practically all the ministers belong 
to the association, each one paying 
an entracne fee .of $2 upon joining, 
which sum goes into a ready fund, 
and the payment of a mortuary fee 
of $2 upon the death of a member. 
Rev. A. J. Sears is the president of 
the assocaition, and Rev. W. T. Hun- 
nicutt is secretary-treasurer. Imme- 
diately knowledge of a member’s 
death comes to the treasurer, he 
sends a check for $200 to the de- 
ceased member's family, and mails 
notices of the death to other mem- 
bers, asking for remittance of mor- 
tuary fees. When the fees come 
imto the treasurer’s hands, the 
amount paid over to the benefici- 
aries is increased until it reaches 


“between $400 and $500.

Memorial Question. 

Another gripping question that 
will probably be threshed out in the 
coming conference here will be 
whether or not the conference sha!l 
send up a memorial -to the genera! 
conference, which meets next May 
at Hot Springs, asking that legisla- 
tion be enacted limiting the ténure 
in office of presiding elders to not 
more than four gonsecutive years. 
For eight years now this question 
has been under consideration by the 
North Georgia conference, and the 
sessions of the annual conference 
just preceding the past two general 
eonferences have given much time 
to a study of it.

The law of the church states that, 
for every forty-eight members of 
an annual conference, there may’ be 
elected a delegate. and, if there be 
43 many as two-thirds the required 
number, an additional delegate may 
be sent. 

Class of Six. 


Seven deaths this year makes the 
present membership of this confer- 
ence in full connection 309. There 
is a class of six men to be admitted 
into full connection. Each year wit- 
nesses the transfer to this confer- 
ence of men from other conferences, 
and also each year witnesses the 
coming of one or more men coming 
from other denominations. The lay 
membership of the conference is 
ninety-six, The present total mem- 
bership, counting the class of six to 
be admitted is 411. This number 
will allow the election of eight cleri-\ 
cal delegates and an equal number 
of lay delegates, leaving a remain- 
der of twenty-seven, which is but 
nine less than two-thirds of the 
basis of representation. 

One of the bright features in con- 
nection with the lay membership of 
this session of the annual confer- 
ence will be* the presence of so 
large a number of ladies. Since the 
law passed by the last general con- 
ference permitted ladies to be elect- 
ed to position in the church women 
have been regular attendants at 
conference each year. 


This year, however, will witness 
a larger number of ladies present 
as delegates than ever before. Ten 
ladies will be present at this con- 
ference, and will be recognized as 
members, having full privileges of 
the floor.

In 1852, the Lighthouse Board of the U.S. was 
organized by Act of Congress, and the Lighthouse 
' Service of the United States Government is now a 
! part of the Department of Commerce. 
* Mrs. Vernie Webb, lightkeeper at the conflu- 
ence of the Elk and Kanawha rivers, near Charles- 
ton, W. Va., is one of the comparatively few women 
lightkeepers in the employ of the U. S. Govern- 
ment While on-a journey through this part of the 
‘country, I made the acquaintance of this interest- 
ing woman, and learned ‘many facts about her 
work and daily life. | 

Some lighthouse keepers have to live in stern, 
forbidding, lonely structures, rising perhaps on a 
rock, out at sea, where fog almost continuously 
obscures the view, while wind and storm render 
the lonely spot a true prison, a place where strong 
men have been known to lose their minds; but this 
little woman has a pleasanter home, nestled on the 
bank of the river, looking down on a neighborly 
colony of houseboats, clustered on the stream, in 
a nearby nook, brightly painted, fitted with lace 
curtains, comfortably furnished, and decorated 
with flowers and vines—supplied, in brief, with 
all the comforts of more solidly built homes. 

Into this cozy little nest I was cordially invited 
by Mrs. Webb, and spent some pleasant hours of 
bright, cheery conversation with her, taking away 
with me a vivid remembrance of the personality of 
one of the most earnest workers and conscientious 
people with whom I have ever come in contact.

The great world war will afford 
‘a fruitful topic of discussion 
through all time. 

What were the principle under- 
lying causes of the great business 
‘depression; far more destructive 
than any of the past, which now 
grips the world as in a vice? 

Whose was the responsibility for 
_this awful catastrophe, which en- 
tailed losses only secondary. to those 
of the world war itself? 

Would the pursuit of wiser meth- 
ods and sounder policies since the 
armistice, have avoided the worid | 
economic collapse and its chief ef- ; 
fects? 

One great truth proven by all hu- 
man experience is that at the con- 
clusion of any ‘important war the 
‘nations engaged have found it im- 
peratively necessary to establish 
conditions of peace as the first 
vital step towards the restoration of 
normal political and economic con- 
ditions. What, then, were the eco- 
nomic consequences of the refusal 
of the United States government to 
agree to peace terms during 1919, 
and thereby to contribute its fair 
share of moral and economic co- 
operation towards the early estab- 
lishment of domestic and world con- 
ditions of peace? Facts and devel- 
opments to date clearly reveal the 
hostile conduct and attitude of 
America towards present and perma- 
nent peace, and hence towards any 
-kind of international co-operation 
during the past two and one-half 
years, as offering the principal un- 
derlying cause of the economic 
plight in which this country now 
‘finds itself. 

Values Decline %$40,000,000,000. 

The most ignorant person will re- 
eall with certainty, that, follow- 
ing the armistice and until after the 
defeat of the Versaili¢s treaty, lead- 
ing American bankers, business men 
and economists everywhere directed 
‘attention to the great actual and 
pontential supplies of foodstuffs, 
raw materials and manufactures in 
the United States, to their extreme 
scarcity in other countries, to the 
demand that would be made on 
American industry for an indefi- 
‘nite time to aid in the reconstruc- 
-tion and rehabilitation of Europe, 
to the dire need of that part of the 
' world for ail the products and serv- 
-ices America could spare; and those 
noted economic authorities unquali- 
fiedly predicted and proclaimed a 
-period of uninterrupted and unpar- 
-alleled prosperity for the American 
_people. It was only after the de- 
‘feat of the treaty, and Europe, as 
‘a result, was seen to be slippil 
further towards political and ecd- 
nomic disaster, that these men hur- 
“riedly modified their views. 

Every person now knows that 
‘during past months the value of ¢ 
.farm products suffered a sudden 
and violent slump of 60 per cent; 
‘that near 6,000,0000 persons are out 
‘of employment and that many more 
, will be in a similar plight by March, 
-1922; that our foreign trade has de- 
‘clined $4,500.000,000 during the: first 
_@ight months of 1921; that our great 
‘merchant marine is idle; that the 
“number of commercial failures is 
. vastly increasing over those of past 
years; that factories and mines are 
/largely shut down or running on 
- partial time; that a slump in com- 
‘modity and security values of near 
’ $40,000,000,000 has been experienced; 
*and that in brief, the nation has 
‘suffered losses from the present 
_industrial panic as great as those 
‘of any other three panics in its en- 
‘tire history. The average Ameri!- 
-ean citizen knows, and feels that 
‘effects of these physical facts and 
, conditions, whatever he may read 
‘or hear to the contrary. 

+ No Discussion of Economic Phase. 

The singular fact will be recall- 
ed that the opponents of treaty rat- 
‘ification, instead of considering the 
-effects of treaty failure upon the 
future course of economic condi- 
tions, so vital to the welfare of 
the masses, avoided any discussion 
. of that phase. ,In pitching their 
‘fight on racia) and religious grounds 

and prejudices, and no the doctrine 

of “political isolation,” they found 
* themselves obliged, in order to car- 
- ry out their controlling purpose 
of defeating the treaty at all ha- 
, wards, to couple the. doctrine of 

“economic isolation” with that of 
' political isolation.” 

Republican leaders were thus en-

abled to ignore the vrtat problem 
of the economic welfare of every 

American citizen and to dismiss the 
‘subject by proclaiming the false 
‘doctrine that America’s sole con- 

cern was for her home industry and

within and among themselves. They 
* waived aside the subject of our for- 
‘eign finance and commerce with a 
- eontemptuous gesture, and impa- 
tiently inquired, “What cares Amer- 
' je@ for foreign trade relations, or 
‘any other kind of foreign rela- 
’ tions?’ American business facts and 
-eonditions now can no longer be 
ignored. 
The average citizen at present de- 
’ mands to know how the peace treaty 
' opponents could see so clearly ahead 
‘the spectre of domination by the 
pope, by the black and yellow races, 
and by the mysterious “world Ssu- 
‘per-government,” in the event of 
’ treaty ratification, but could nat 
. see ahead the awful! precipice, plain- 
ly visible, over which the nation 
must plunge into world panic, in 
+ the event of treaty rejection. Blind 
refusal. produced by political and 
{ personal hate, will be the sole ex- 
‘planation offered by the impartial 


_ historian of the future. 
Reconstruction Policies 
It is extremely interesting to con-

policies pursued by the United States 
and other nations {following the 
defeat of the peace treaty—which 
led straight to industrial disaster 
~—with those other and different 
methods and policies of reconstruc- 
tion which the friends of early 
treaty ratification strongly favor- 
ed. In the light of such compari- 
son and contrast the average citi- 
zen will best be able to judge wheth- 
er the adoption of the latter eral- 
justment policies would have sate- 
zuarded the nation against the ex- 
isting panic conditions chiefly cre- 
ated by the former. 

What was the position “of the 
American nation in the middle of 
1919, near which time the treaty, 


at all hazards, should have been 
ratified? We had 105,000,000 popu- 
lation; national wealth of $275,000,- 
000,000; an internal commerce of 
more than $75,000,000,000; $3,079,- 
00,000 of gold, or one-third of the 
world supply; a foreczn commerce 
of $10,300,000,000, of which $5,000,- 
000,000 was with Europe; a favor- 
able foreign trade balance of $4,- 
600,000,000; a great merchant ma- 
rine; a foreign debt in our favor of 
more than $11,000,000,000. We fur- 
nished the world the chief supply of 
foodstuffs and raw materials. We 
had unsurpassed productive power 
in agriculture, minerals, forests and 
manufactures. Our annual savings 
exceeded $15,000,000,006G. We were 
a. great creditor nation—the world’s 
banker. 

U. 8S. as Leader of the World. 

The United States had become the 
recognized leader of the world, po- 
litically, financially, commercially, 
industrially and morally. Her cred- 


it and financia] structure was sound 
and secure. Prosperity existea 


among every class of persons and of |" 


business. There was a market for 
every product and a job for every 
person. The world was prospeorus 
in 1919. This nation’s productive 
capacity, instead of being impaired 
as a result of the war, nad expend- 
ed. from $35,000,000,000 in 1913 until 
the annual commodity output exced- 
ed domestic needs by 15 or 20 per 
cent. We had no inflation of cur- 
rency and no seriously hurtfu] in- 
flation of credit. Our commodity 
price level was near the world price 
level as fixed not by inflated cur- 
rency values, but rather by the 
great war demand for commodity 
supplies. The government met one- 
third of its expenditures during the 
war from taxes levied mainly on 
war profits. The war cost had not 
— a dent in our economic situa- 
on. 


Our post-war problems of read- 
justment were fewer and far less 
grave than those of other countries. 
Reconstruction Problems of Europe. 

What were the reconstruction con- 
ditions and: problems of other parts 
of the-world in the middle of 1919? 


Europe emerged from the war with 
a total loss of men aggregating over 
9,000,000, not including double that 
number of cripples and maimed 
survivors. The war cost approach- 
ed $175,000,000,000, not to mention 
the vast destruction of physical 
properties, which in France alone 
was estimated at $13,000,000,000. The 
gold standard had been supplanted 
by paper currencies throughout Eu- 
rope. Immense credit inflation ex- 
isted. A mountain of war debt had 
been piled up. Europe’s wealth 
had been greatly depleted and her 
current production severely cur- 
tained. She was without fova or 
raw materials. The adverse ex- 
change situation was growing seri- 
ous. Available capital was at a 
low ebb. Trade and financial re- 
lations between the various ‘uro- 
pean states had been severed. There 
were many unstable de facto, and 
other governments recently creat- 
ed by the 50,000,000 people newly 
liberated by the war-and the Ver- 
Sailles treaty. Serious boundary 
disputes were brewing in different 
localities. Europe was torn widely 
apart with respect to commerce, 
finance and communication. A 
number of old governments had 
been destroyed, while ‘some surviv- 
ing ones lay prostrate. Finance, 
commerce and industry in centrai 
and eastern Europe was almost at 
a standstill, and all Europe was 
thereby threatened with great po- 
litical and economic instability. She 
was etill an armed camp—the treaty 
delay not having yet permitted the 
disbandment of her armies and the 
return of the soldiers to induStria] 
pursuits. Disease was inflicting 
Serious losses among many people. 

There is no more outstanding 
fact of the war than that in 1919, 
it was most urgently necesSary that 


the strong nations should speedily 
lend moral and economic co-opera- 


tion both to the old and new totter- 
ing governments in Europe to help 
them to become ‘secure and stable. 
Without political Stability there 
could be not economic stability in 
those’ war-torn countries, and hence 
no Starting up of production. 


The Meaning of Ratification. 

It is thus’ seen! that Burope’s 
problems of reconstruction and re- 
habilitation of 1919 were huge and 


complicated. At this desperate stage 
she looked to the Versailles treaty 
as her chart and to America as the 
world leader. Treaty ratification 
would mean early péace and the 
disbandment of armies, the restora- 
tion of mutual e@eonfidence and Sood 
will among many peoples suspicious 
or hostile towards each other a 
definite, fixed, workable program of 
readjustment and réorganization by 
which every people could be guided 
With system and certainty. Rati- 
fication would mean clearly defined 
boundary lines, the permanent cree 
ation of new nations, provisions for 
fixing the German indemnity, inter- 
national disarmament, and in brief, 
a. gradual and general transforma- 
Py — = peace conditions, 
y, nancia , 
and industrially. <a Same ne 


The fact was Generally recognized 
early in 1919 that if she was to 
Save herself, all ‘Europe must 
promptly go to work and catch up 


with production. This course would 
allay unrest, discourage bolshevism 
and disorder, and create a basis for 
sound business finance and credit 
at home and’ abroad. Foodstuffs 
ond raw materials, however, were 
indispensible to this general under- 
taking. The United States held the 
Chief available supply of each. The 
more enfeebled states of Europe 
having neither cash nor: commodi- 
ties with which to buy from us, Must 
secure credit from the stronger na- 
tions before they would beable to 
make any appreciable recovery. 

The great economic organization 
of Europe, though badly disiocated, 
was still functioning and capable of 
unlimited production. Ample skilled 
lebor was everywnere available. The 
power of a country to recuperate 
from the waste and devastation of 
war is phenomenal, if only the proc- 
esses of production can be kept 
constantly active. In the light of 
all post-war experience of the ast, 
Europe, as viewed from the middle 
of 1919, if given outside co-opera- 
tion and encouragement at all rea- 
sonable, could undoubtedly make a 
Satisfactory return towards normal 
Within a surprisingly short period. 
Would some friendly or creditor na- 
tions, even in their own enlighted 
self-interest, lend a helping hand? 
If so, Europe's other problems, such 
as deflation of currency, credit and 
prices, the balancing of budgets, 
Support of the foreign exchange and 
credit situation, would be greatly 
Simplified. Suitable aid could not 
be delayed if this herculean ‘task 
was to be successfully accomplished. 
Lcurope must at once move forward 
or backward. 


Does any intelligent person doubt 
that the United States, England, 
I'rance, Spain, Japan, Holland and 


the Scandinavian countries could, 
without serious burden but in the 


juncture? In the summer of 1919, 
Europe and the world stood aghast 
when they suddenly learned that 
America, to whose leadership all the 
nations had turned, was in the act 
of rejecting the treaty providing for 
world peace, abandoning practically 
all associations and relations with 
other countries, and -pursuing a 
strict policy of political and com- 
mercial isolation. As this unbeliev- 
able possibility at first, gradually 
became a positive reality—as the 
United States deserted her proud 
place at the head of the column of 
all the nations of the earth—strug- 
Eling as they were to preserve civ- 
ilization, to re-establish stable gov- 
ernment and to restore economic 
order from economic chaos—and 
skulked away, the war-weary peo- 
ples everywhere gave way to de- 
spair. The peace, the civilization 
and the economic rehabilitation of 
the world must be subordinated to 


narrow, selfsh, sordid, vicious poli- | 


| 


tics in America. 
America’s Policy of Isolation” 
What were some of the unspeaka- 
ble consequences of this American 
political policy of “isolation” and of 


throttling world peace? Europe 
without leadership, with the pro- 
gram of world peace hopelessly 
bandicaped, helpless, not knowing 
which way to turn, staggered and 
reeled further back towards bank- 
ruptcy, bolshevism, governmental 
anarchy and economic chaos. Num- 
erous wars broke out. The world— 
and America practically—has been 
kept on a war footing for two 
years, while a large portion of Eu- 
rope has slipped further towards 
utter ruin. ‘ American troops are 
still on the Rhine. France, in con- 
stant dread and suspense, still re- 
tains an idle standing army of 
2,670,000 men, Poland 600,000, and 
England 425,000. 

German reparations were deferred 
two years with incalculable loss to 
her and to Europe—and Germany 
is the key to the European eco- 


nomic situation—with the result 
that her commerce and industry, the 
activities of which radiated out 
through all the countries of Europe 
and Russia, remained dried up. Ger- 
man industry, at this late date, }s 
only operating at 50 per cent ca- 
pacity, while a growing indebted- 
ness of near $100,000,000,000 stares 
her in the face, and her paper 
marks are now selling at less than 1 
cent compared with 23.8 cents par. 
European continental commerce is 
paralyzed. There has oqcurred great 
deterioration in the cit¥es, the rail- 
ways, education and “communica- 
tion. The adverse balance of 
trade against England, France 
and Italy approaches $6,000,- 
000,000 per annum. War régulations 
and restrictions on Europe’s finan- 
cial and productive activities are 
net yet removed. 


International disarmament has 
been prevented, with the result, 
among others, that six of America’s 
debtor nations expended $4,.370,000,- 


C00 for armaments in 1920-21 com- 
pared with $1,081,000,000 in 1912. 
These enormous amounts could oth- 
erwise have been applied to the sup- 
port of Europe’s foreign exchanges 
and foréign trade and to the inter- 
est and principal of the debt due us, 
thereby permitting our own war 
taxes to be correspondingly lowered. 

The full economic-co-operation 


and co-ordination so successfully 
practiced among the allied nations 


during the war was completely dis- 
solved, though no less vital than 
during the war, leaving each coun- 
try to survivé unaided if it could. 
Currency and credit expansion has 
been fabulously increased since the 
middle of 1919. The note circula- 
tion of Germany has_ climbed to 
$22,500,000,000; of the bank of 
France to $7,640.000,000; and of the 
Bank of England to $2,210,000,000, 
Countries like Germany, Austria, 
Russia, Poland and certain others 
will now be obliged to repudiate 
their paper currencies in order to 
get back to a sound business basis. 
There are today 13 different curren- 
cies in the Baltic states. 

The demoralization of trade and 
industry has prevented most BWuro- 
pean governments engaged in the 


war, England arone excepted, from 
levying sufficient taxes to defray 
their current expenditures, with the 
result that constant hond and cur- 
rency issues to meet deficiencies 
have enormously aggravated the 
condition of credit expansion, and 
this in turn has driven further 
down the foreign exchanges and so 
correspondingly increased the dif- 
ficulties of the purchase of goods 
from America. France, having beén 
denied the German indemnity until 
recently, has been forced to greatly 
expand her credit and currency for 
urgent physical rehabilitation pur- 
poses, causing her debt to leap to 
the present dizzy heights of 360,- 
900,000,000, while that of England 
has been swelled to $40,000,000,000, 
and of Italy to $19,000,000,000. 
Fall of Foreign, Exchange. 

The rapid fall of foreign ex- 
changes since the middle of 1919 
has almost choked to death Amer- 
ican foreign trade. Unsound cur- 
rency, inflation alone, and especial- 
ly wheh supplemented by advers® 
foreign trade balances, inevitably 
drives down forelgn exchanges. The 
exchange of the nations in central 
Europe and in the territory between 
the Baltic and the Black seas, has 
now completely collapsed. Both 


the fluctuations and the decline in 


foreign exchange have cut Ameri- 
can foreign trade to pieces, and sad 
to say, there has been no material 
improvement in the exchange situ- 
ation during 1921. Many nations.of 
Europe being without gold, unable 
to produce through lack of food- 
stuffs and. raw materials, denied 
credit, and facing an impossible ex- 
change. _ situation, have entirely 
ceased to purchase from America. 

Compared with the dollar ex- 
change,. that of England, France, 
Belgium, Italy, Spain, Holland, 
Greece, Switzerland and Scandinavia 
is at a heavy discount, while that 
of Central and Eastern Europe has 
failed to a nominal value. 

Davidson’s Proposal. 

In vain did Henry P. Davidson 
and other great financiers, as late 
as the early spring of 1920, fairly 


shout that “The crisis is sq acute 
that the situation does not admit of 
delay, except with the possibility of 
consequences one hardly dares con- 
template.” Mr. Davidson and many 
other economists and business men 
were then urging the creation of a 
revolving fund of $500,000,000 by 
this government, an amount insig- 
nificant compared with the nation’s 
later panic loss cf $40,000,000,000, to 
be placed in the hands of a strong 
commission of our ablest business 
men to be utilized as temporary 
credits to the helpless states of Fu- 
rope, but in a safe and _ feasible 
manner which Mr. Davidson clear- 
ly outlined. This amount ne knew 
would enable those countries to 
come to back to normal. 

‘This plan was received with dear 
ears by republican leaders bent on 
every sort of pandemonium, if it 


was necessary to enable them later 
to carry the nattona! election of 
1920. Unstable European govern- 
ments had no financial standing 
abroad and. but little at home. Their 
bonds sold either at -extortionate 
interest rates or unconscionable 
discounts. Lacking foreign credits, 
many of these governments’ sold 
their paper money abroad tn vast 
quantities and at great discounts. 
They were powerless to give neces- 
sary aid to their domestic financial 
and commercial interests, or to 
establish sound monetary systems. 
By the beginning of 1920 the in- 
creasing obstacles had become too 
great, the load too heavy, for these 
nations to bear. Europe had become 
deathly sick. 


Republican politicians meanwhile 
were storming at those countries to 
go to work, knowing they had net- 
ther food nor materials; they were

The Collapse. | 

Amidst ever-tncreasing disease, 
starvation, poverty, unemployment, 
riots and new wars, the financial, 
commercial and industrial collapse 
came to this part of Europe early 
in 1920. The industrial ‘power of 
Europe had broken down. This 
meant that her consuming power 
was .gone—a fact of which § the 
American laborer, ‘capitalist, miner, 
farmer, sheep herder and ranchman 
were thengutterly indifferent, but 
of which each was destined soon to 
take sharp notice. The first effect 
observed was a sudden halt in the 
commerce of Europe. Her trade 
structure had:collapsed. The hun- 
dreds of millions of cansumers in 


those prostrate countries, becoming. 


entirely impoverished, had abrupt- 
ly stopped buying. Manufacturers 
and producers in England, France, 
Belgium and the neutral commercial 
countries nearby, could no longer 
sell their products. The result was 
that in turn they almost suddenly 
either ceased or greatly reduced 
their purchases of billioms of food- 
stuffs and raw materials from 
America. Prices rapidly fell in. Bng- 
land, our largest customer. and this 
slump soon spread to neighboring 
nations, which were etilM function- 
ing economically, © 

The United States, as a direct ef- 
fect, later experienced aimost a ver- 
tical fall in prices of cotton, copper, 
live stock, cereals, méat products 
and many lines of manufactures, of 
30 to 50 per cent, and hence a cor- 
responding decrease in the internal 
purchasing power of her people. Nor 
could South America escape. Brazil 
could no longer eell her coffee and 
rubber, nor. Argentina her grains, 
wools, hides and meats, nor Chile 
her nitrates, nor Cuba her sugar. 
The result in South America was a 
quick stagnation and. slump _ in 
prices at home and sudden loss of 
the purchasing Lag of her peo- 
ple abroad. From fhe*sore spot of 
Europe already described a-:collapse 
of prices and of trade swept around 
the earth like a conflagration. | 

The remainder of the story is now 
known to everyone everywhere. In 
America it is seen in our idle ships, 
‘4dle: factories, idle mines and idle 
men. -The failure to ratify the trea- 

y had prevented péace in Puwurope, 

nd the failure of peace precipitat- 
ed her economic downfall, as pre- 
dicted by the ablest statesmen and 
financiers. The vainglorious repub- 
lican policy of “isolation” had borne 
its natural fruits, just as the like 
Woney of China during past centu- 
ries. 

The Brussels conference agreed as 
one man that the sound, permanent 
reduction of prices and the return to 
normal prosperity “is dependent on 
the increase of production.” The 


past deflation of prices in the Unit- 
ed States, and the great slump in 
pricese due.to the panic, has been 
largely artificial, uneven, lop-sided 
and uncertain, as to different indus- 
tries and even as to different com- 
‘modities in the same industry, be¢ 
cause the natural law of supply and 
demand and of the transportation 
and free interchange of commodities 
Was suspended as a result of the 
breakdown of the international ex- 
change, credit, and trade situations. 
The free flow of American com- 
merce back and forth with other 
countries was blocked or greatly ob- 
structed. 

All must recognize the present 
fluctuations in our domestic prices 


and in the volume and movement of 


our imternal or domestic commerce } 


as due to more or less temporary, 


local and domestic causes, and that 
eound, healthful and permanent 
business recovery can only be had 
at home ae world recovery is had. 
When the United Sates gets back 
to the stable level of permanent 
prosperity, the balance of the world 
will not be far behind. The world 
is far from that level’ now. € 
world‘s credit system must be re- 
stored before there can be a general 
trade revival. Reduced production 
in America does not heip, but re- 
tards, permanent recovery. We 
should stimulate production—save 
on luxuries—practice economy, and 
keep open the foreign markets .-if 
we would bring prices down gradu- 
ally and prevent the unequal fall of 
prices of foodstuffs, raw materials 
and manufactures, as well as fre- 
quent fluctuations and seesaws in 
price and market conditions. 


Not Comparabie to Other Panics. 

The causes of our present great 
panic losses are not comparable toe 
those following the civil war, when 
the nation had great inflation of de- 


based currency and credit, and ev- 
eryone entered on a period of wild 
speculation which precipitated the 
panic of 1873; nor are they compar- 
able to those of the panic in Japan 
in the spring of 1920, due to the 
almost identical causes of ours of 
1873. Neither ere our post-war con- 
ditions to be compared with those 
of the war of 1812-14, which 
followed the Napoleonic wars, when 
both Europe and America were left 
impoverished. 

Republican ‘ politicians, who in 
1920, were preaching “isolation” 
and declaring that America should 
live in prosperity unto and within 
herself and would have no sort of 


relations with the balance of the 
world, are now loudly and  des- 
perately attributing every American 
ill to “world causes.” ' These pol- 
iticians then joyously -proclaimed 
“isolation” as a synonym “for 
“Americanism,” and chestily de- 
scribed themselves as “100 per cent 
Americans,” with the further an- 
nouncement that there should be no 
kind of “entanglements” with Eu- 
rope. It is the frony of fate that 
within twelve months thereafter un- 
paralleled American prosperity be-

President Wilson, 
congress in May, 1919, expressed the 
sound views of all unbiased Ameri- 
can economic authorities as follows:

|“Beech-N ut” Trade-Mark 
Litigation Settled 
‘By the Patent Office 


In an opinion just handed down 
in the patent office, P. Lorillard 
company has been held entitled to 
use the trade-mark “Beech-Nut” 
for tobacco products, Including ci- 
garettes. This decision is not only 


important as a matter of trade- . 


mark law, but it is of special] in- 
terest in the tobacco industry. 


The case arose from an appiica- 
tion filed by the Beech-Nut Pack- 
ing company in the summer of 191% 
for registration of this trade-mark 
for cigarettes. The packing com- 
pany based its application upon the 
use it and its predecessors hai 


theretofore made of the trade-mark 
for many years, beginning about 
1891 for meats, and gradually ex- 
tended it until it included groceries, 
candy and chewing gum, many of 
which were packaged articles and 
some of which have been lately 
sold in stores selling tobacco prod- 
ucts. 

P. Lorillard company opposed this 
application, founding its opposition 
on the prior use of it and its pre- 
decessors of the trade-mark “Beech- 
Nut” for tobacco, which the Loril- 
lard company claimed gave it own- 
ership of this trade-mark for cigar- 
ettes, although at that time the 
Lorillard company had not used the 
trade-mark for cigarettes. 

The examiner in the patent office 
held that P. Lorillard company had 
a right to use the trade-mark, 
“Beech-Nut” for tobacco products, 
notwithstanding the use of this 
trade-mark by the Beech-Nut Pack- 
ing company for meats, groceries, 
candy and. chewing gum, and that 
this right included the right to use 
the trade-mark for cigarettes. The 
ground of the decision is that to- 
bacco products are goods of en- 
tirely different descriptive qualities 
from groceriés, meats, candy and

“Last fall when we were invited 


ty Tech to play, we were aware of 
the break with Centre and Pitts- 
burg and the attending publicity it 
attracted. In addition, we heard 
ugly rumors concerning other con- 
ditions in Atlanta which made us 
pause and think the situation over. 
The game was scheduled on the ad- 
vice of some of our alumni who as- 
sured us from personal observation, 
that Tech was a desirable opponent. 
The game was therefore scheduled 
and prepared for to the best of our 
ability. 
Gamblers Approach Squad. 

“Our squad had not been in At- 
lanta an hour last Friday before a 
number of people interested in gam- 
bling on the result of the game 
sought our coaches, managers and 
players for opinions and informa- 
tion. This was a brand-new expe- 
riénce for us. Ugly rumors having 
to do with gambling activities soon 
began to go the rounds and I con- 
“fess that the atmosphere was 80 
foreign to anything we had ever 
encountered, that it shocked us, It 
scemed to us deplorable that At- 
lanta should put her worst foot fore- 
most in this fashion. 

“People interested in gambling 
made their presence felt right up to 
fame time, and even in the grand- 
stand where I sat. It appeared to 
me that every touchdown, every; 
penalty, every move of a player 
meant something to somebody's 
vecketbook, to be accompanied by 
cheers of the winner and curses of 
the loser as the case might be. I 
know this situation exists in any 
sports crowd, but seldom to this 
extent.

hoiled dinners, codfish cakes and 
baked beans. Which, of course, 
was the veriest stuff and nonsense 
—but we believed it and it became 
tradition. 

We believed this stuff because 
xe got it pretty generally from 
-oaches. who came from the east. 
The eoaches have the nonsense out 
hecause they wanted to fire their 
men with an ambition to attain 
something imposzible. They would 
ieach a man to tackle to the best 
of their ability, and then to inspire 
them to tackle better than they knew 
how would remark “that’s something 
like the way we do it up east,” It 
was a pretty good system at that. 

Then they could point to the un- 
failine lack of success that at- 
tended southern schools on their 
eastern invasiong and sagely shake 
their heads with the remark “you'll 
never do it, until you learn how to 
tackle like they do in the east.” 
The remark covered a multitude of 
sins. 

Real Answer to Failure. 
The real answer to the failure 
southern teams to achieve vic- 
in the east is due to the fact

that up to a very few years ago, 
there was practically no high school 
football. The boy, who looked like 
he might possibly be a football play- 
er, in those days was taken out 
in his freshman year, shown a foot-

become a real football player.

Game Played Everywhere. 


But now football is being played 
in the south in practically every 
high school, academy and agricul- 
tural school. Those little teams 
are being coached, not by a member 
of the faculty, whohasahazy idea 
about the rules, but by some ex- 
football player, who has been care- | 
fully trained as a student of the 
game. 

As a result, when a boy enters 
college, if he is football material, 
he knows the cssentials of football. 
After his freshman year, he is 
rearly to fight for a place on the 
team, and in this day and time he 
has to fight. 

In the old days, the coach’s fob 
was easy, if unsatisfactory. To se- 
lect his varsity, he just had to pick 
out eleven men who more nearly 
approached football players in ap- 
pearance, and he had his squad. 
Now, with the wealth of high schoo! 
material coming in, he has to gse- 
lect and sflect carefully. 

That is the reason why southern 
teams have been able to journey 
east this year and give a good ac- 
count of themselves. That is the 
reason that eastern teams that have 
ventured south this season have re- 
turned sadder but wiser men.
